As has been predicted by The 
Rkcord, the Southern Railway will 
getoontrolof the Air Line, and will 
be a rate-making power out of St. 

Louis to the South. With the 370 
miles of road, from St. Louis to Louis- 
ville, and the Louisville division, the 
Southern will be compelled to build or 
buy connections with their lines in 
the South. Since they have failed to 
perfect a lease of the Cincinnati 
Southern, the only thing left for them 
to do is buiid the Burgin-Jellico ex- 
tension. 

A prominent oiHcial of the Southern 
Railway intimated to the writer, a 
short time since, that the next work 
undertaken by the Southern would be 
the Bnrgln^elllco extenalon. The 
BaooBD has been confident of this 
move all akmg, and the following, ta- 
ken from the Courier-Journal, bears 
out our predictions to the letter: 

"The Louisville, Evansville and St. 
Louis Con.solidated railroad company, 
known as the Air Line, will pass un- 
der theauctioneerintr hammer on No- 
vember 22, at lluntingburg, Ind. As 
the Southern railway owns a majority 
of all the bonds, it is safe to say that 
it will buy the road in and operate it 
as a part of the Southern railway sys- 
tem. It is learned from a reliable 
source that many improvements are 
contemplated in the pa.ssenger and 
freiglit service, particularly in the 
piis.senger department, and that the 
load will be placed on a footing with 
any road entering St. Louis from the 
West or South 

Geo, C Smith, president and general 
manager of the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad has been decided upon 
as general manager of the St. Louis 
Louisville lines of the Southern rail- 
way (formerly the AirLine),witb head- 
(luarters In St. Louis. Mr. Smith is 
expected to take charge as soon as ihe 
road, which is now in tbe hands ot a 
receiver, passes vnder tbe control of 
the Southern railway. Mr Smith will 
also have juri.sdiction over the South- 
ern's lines running from Louisville to 
Lexington and Burgin. The offlcial 
announcement is expected in a day or 
twa" •

er expect to get another railroad, now 
is the time to make the move. They 
can get it by giving the right of way, 
and If this is not done, or some induce 
ments offered, it will go another 
route.

Mes.sages from the northwest alleg- 
ed the casli demand for botli wheat 
and flour was poor and tliat wheat re- 
ceipts would be larger if the cars 
could be procured. 

R. D. Bruce says that he has exam- 
ined considerable of his wheat sown 
between Sept. 20th and Oct. 1st and 
finds that more than half has died 
down almost to the seed. Is it advi- 
sable to resow now or wait until there 
is a heavy ralnf— Advoeate 

The fruit trade hi tills country is 
assuming an importance hardly sec 
ond to the cereals. The strawberry 
crop Is said to be worth $80,000,000, 
apples $200,000,000, oranges and peach- 
es $20,000,000, and sufficient other 
small fruits to bring the total up to 
$500,000,000:

At a meeting of the tobacco grow- 
ers of IlarrLson county after a canvas 
it was found that three-fourths of the 
growers have signed a g re ein e u ts not 
to raise any tobacco next year on con- 
dition all growers will sign the same 
contract. The leaders of the scheme 
think they can arrange for no crop in 
the tobacco section of the state next 
year, thus greatly enhancing the val- 
ue of the weed for the year foUowlng. 

The Owen News says the tobacco 
warehouses are boycotting the farm- 
ers who used Paris green an their to- 
bacco. Some agents have been in- 
structed not to advance any money on 
tobacco where paris green has been 
used. The only effectual way to put 
a stop to the use of tliis poison is for 
the market to condemn it. In this 
county paris green has poisoned .sever- 
al persons, and in some cases death 
has resulted from its use. We heard 
of one man who boasted of his having 
sprinkled 25 pounds of the poison on 
on his tobacco after It lad been plac- 
ed In the bam because ot the great 
qiuntlty of worms tliat still remain- 
ed on his tobacco. We think it would 
be better to reduce the amount of 
acreage and produce a better quality 
than to plant such a tremendous crop 
and rely on poisOB to protect it from 
the worms. 

In the estimayoB of tlie most expe- 
rienced men of the market, the grow- 
ers are making a aerloas mistake in 
rushing tiieir tobacco to market The 
trust is holding off of new tobacco and 
It Is evident only two manufacturers 
are on the market for this crop at 
present. Under the circumstances 
there is no competition on new tobac- 
co, therefore, prices on this crop are 
not ready fctrthe new crop, and do not 
care to buy freely of new, whenweatli- 
er conditions at present are not the 
best, and tobacco is too soft to keep 
without immediate handling. The 
liberal ofifering of new is not alone af- 
fecting that crop, but the 1890 etoi^ as 
well. If the Kentucky growws ot to- 
bacco cave to act on the side of wla> 
dom, awaitloffgaawwillbe institu- 
ted, and a liberal aammit of tbteeeo 
will not be seen on the market before 
the last of Kovember. Decenber 
wonld not 1» too late to send the new 
to markets— The Weed.

The 
meats nsed In making it are of tlie very 
best, and they are prepared with the 
greatest <-ar<\ From the beef all the 
sinews and veins are removed, and 
there is left only the seleeted parts of 
the meat. The beef is ehojipt d very 
fine, so tine as to ni.-ike of it practieally 
a j)aste. The pork used is from the 
baek fat of hoprs. This is not < l!0|)j)ed 
fine, as the l)eef is, but is cut into irreir- 
ular shaped pieces whieh show in the 
sausage when tt ia cut. The spices u.sed 
in the araaon in g are of coarse of the 
choicest. The Lyons aansage is hard- 
smoked. 

"The art of sausage making has so 

improved in this country that now. as 
you e.in say without reservation, the 
finest sausafi-es prodiie.-d in the world 
are mad.- in the f'nited Stat- s. This is 
true without exeeption. The Amcriean 
Lyons sausa-re. for exainph-, is lu tter 
than the imported. Some Am. riean 
Lyons is exported to l''ran('e and srild 
there, and some of that thus exported 
is relmportcd and sold here as import- 
ed Lyons.
